MORE PARTICULARS ABOUT MAFEKING. 


The Capture of Eloff andhismen The Town 
Rejoices over its Relief. Canadians take 
in Twenty Loads of Food Bofore the 
Relie®. Roberts’ Advance is Delayed 
Kruger anc Leyds Diecgroe. 


Winnipeg, May 25, ’09. 
London, Thursday, May 24; 4 a. m.: 
All the correspondents agree that* the 
Canadian artillery under Major J. A. 
Hudon, with his seven guns did splen- 
did work in the relief of Mafeking, 
Some assert that the Canadians did 
“absolutely the essential work in the 
fighting.” About 7 a. m. of. the day be- 
for the relief Major Karii Davies and 
nine scouts entered the town and 4 a. 
m. of the !7th one hundred men includ- 
ing the Canadians arrived with twen- 
ty wagon loads of focd which were: 

received with wild demonstrations. 

London, May 24: A despatch from 
Mafeking, dated May 17th, the first 
message except General Baden-Pow- 
ell's despatch forwarded since the re- 
lief of the town, tersely says the place 
was wifa with joy and many persons 
wept as *hey greeted their deiiverers. 
The scene as the troops traversed the 
streets baffled description. A  dep+ 
patch from Mafeking telling of the 
captare or Eloff and his commando’ on 
May 16th says: “The whole town was 
animated with a keen sense of exuita- 
tio over the victory, which was com- 
plete’. Later: The situation shortly 
after sunrise was extraordinary. Aj] 
the outlying works of the town were 
intact. The British lost hardly any 
men, yet three bodies of Federals right 
inside the British lines had been sur- 
rqunded, cut off, and given an oppor- 
tunity to surrender, which (key de- 
blined. Eloff did not realize that his 
supports had been driven back and he 
iniormed the messenger that the town 
Wag at his merey, The British in the 
staat, moving from ruck tu rock, grad- 
maliy drew ia their circle around, the 
iederals, whom they corralled like cat- 
tle im a pound. Shortly afier 4:30 p. 
m~ the white flag was hoisted by the 
enemy and then amid ringing cheers 
the iirst batch of Boers were disarmed 
and sent to town. As the battle/stained 
Roers marched between the gieaming 
bayonets of the British, the population 
received them respectfully, bai the 
/Kaifirs were full of rejoicing. Soon 
Captain Singleton and Colgnzl Hare 
aipprvached,accompanied by Command 
ant Elo:f and his officers. The meet- 
ing between Baden-Powell ani the 
Boer commander was dramatic: “This 
is Commandant Eloff Sir,” said Sing- 
leton, “Good evening, «ommandant,” 
said Baden-Powell, “won’t you come 
and have some dinner?” As the Brit- 
ish had already captured 120 prison- 
ers, about all they could handle, Bad- 
en-Powell sent word to Lord Charles 
Bentinck to open the way. to allow the 
seattered remnants of the Iederals io 
be driven from the staat. In half an 
howr everything was over and in the 
mess room headquarters three Boer 
officers were dining. 

Lord Roberts’ advance is delayed ai 
Rhenoster river waiting on the con- 
struction of bridges, the stream not 
being fordable. Buller’s forceS are 
facing the enemy at Laing’s Nekj{ but 
many places have been occupied this 
week by hiscavalry. The railway line 
has been opened to Mafeking and 
‘rains are running in with provisions. 
The garrison nursued the Boers for a 
long distance, the relief force being 
used as reserves. Their revenge was 
complete.

Oo Friday M. McClure, the 
member for Colchester, resumed the 


debate on the motion to refer 
the Brockville and West Huron elec- 
tion cases to the committee on priv- 
ilacax and elections. He said that 
he was a close listener to all that 
had been said at the meeting of the 
committee lest year when the same 
electioa cases were before it. The 
auestion submitted to the committee 
whit as to the conduct of the return- 
img and deputy returning officers. No 
one who heard the eviderce could) say 
that there was anything irregular in 
their actions. These cases ought to 
be dealt with before the courts of 
the land, where they could be ‘tried 
without any political bias. The char- 


acter of the latest evidence giver 
by way of affidavits, by oae Pritch- 
ett, showed the necessity of trying 


the cases in a court that could pro- 
perly deal with them. He knew no- 
thing of Prichett, but iife in this 
pountry was not worth living if the 
unsupported testimony of a self-con- 
victed liar like Pritchett was allow- 
ed/ to blacken the character of honest 
and etraightforward officials of the 
rountry.

The decisicn 
of Laurier and the government last 
session to refer the West Huron and 
Brockville charges to an_ election 
committee settled the question as to 
the desirability of an inquiry, and 
if it were right then it was surely 
right now, more especially as the 

frauds had been proved last session 
and the inquiry not concluded. As 
a liberal, Richardson was proud of 
the manly course taken by the lead- 
er of the liberal party last year. 
Richardsoa went into the Chamber- 
lain case, and gave a history of the 
cormuption in MacDonald last elec- 
tion, for which a paralle] could scar- 
cely be fouad in Canadian history.

“With reference to your telegram of 
i4th, the rumored engagement in Sam- 
ur, reported cablegram of General 
Otis, May 4th, has been confirmed by 
reports recently received from Henry 
r. Alien, 43rd Regiment U. S. V. In- 
antry, commanding Samar Island. 
Detachment of 31 men stationed § at 
Catubig were attacked April 15 by 600 
men with two hundred rifles and one 
vannon. Our men were quartered in 
~onvent, Which wag fired next day by 
burning hemp thrown from adjoining 
church. Detachment attempted escape 
by river. Men getting into boat were 
killed, remaining ‘men entrenched 
hemselves near river,and held out two 
lays longer, facing most adverse cir- 
umstances, until rescued by Lieut. 
sweeny. and ten men. Over 200 of at- 
tacking party (many of them are re- 
ported having come from Luzon Is- 
and) reported killedjand many. wound- 
od. Lieut. Sweeay reports streets cov- 
:red with dead insurgents.”

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REPORT GF MINISTER OF AGRICULTUXE. 

The annual report of tHe minister 
cf agriculture, for the year. ending 
October 3ist last, is issued and ‘con- 
tains much interasting 
concerning Canada as a whole, 


information 
and 
some items of special vaine to the 
western farmer. Reiative to Cian- 
&da’s exhibit at the’ World's exhibition 
now in progress att Paris, the fcllow- 
ing introductory paragraphs are 
given: f 

“During the past year a good deal of 
time’ has been devoted to preparations 
for the Paris universal exposition, 
which opens on Apri] 14,1960. On Jan- 
uary Ist was organized‘a board of'com- 
missioners under my own chairman- 
ship, whose duties it wouid be to se- 
cure and prepare tine Canadian ex- 
hibits. j 

“Messrs. A. H. Gilmor, J. X: Per- 
reault, Jas. G. Jardine and W.~ D. 
Scott were named to represenit  re- 
spectively ‘ithe Maritiuv» provinces, 
Quebec, Ortario and the West, while 
Dr. G. M. Dawson, director of the geo- 
logical survey, Professur Saunders, 
director of the experimentai farm, 
Prozessor . Robertgoa, cemmissioner 
of agticuiture and dairying, and Maj- 
or Gourdeau, deputy iainisier of ma- 
rine and fisheries, were joined with 
them. ‘his board has collectai and 
arranged a comprehensive and repre- 
sentative exhibit of Canadiau products 
and manufactiies. ine collections 
have been made of agricu!tural and 
horicuitural producis, and oun food 
(products. The jiorest, mineral apc 
iishery weajth of pvr country are also 
ali well represented. 

“Great difficulties were found 4n 
procuring suificient space for the ade- 
quate representation of Canada’s 
Wealth and ivdustries. Thes: have 
been overcome, and now _— sufficient 
space has been secured though, un- 
fortunately, owing to the + range- 
ment of the classes of eabibits. not all 
in one porticn of the exposition. The 
charge fer space is very hight and the 
fect that Canada’s exhibits are scat- 
tered will add much to the expense oi 
care and atteudince. und mak'2 /the 
work of the commissioners more oner- 
ous. Everything, however, ‘mow 
poirts to a successful representation 
o! Canada on this great occasion.” 

The following paragraphsi explain 
the arrangements which havi been 
made for securing cold storage ware- 
house and ‘transport facilijies for 
Canadian projucts on the way' to 
Europe and the West Indies. 

Contracts were entered into -with 
agents of steamship companies to 
provide a*reguiar cold storage — ser- 
vice for the carriage of butter and 
other perishable products from Mon- 
treal to points in Great Britain.’Mes- 
srs, Elder, Dempster & Co. agreed to 
provide cold storage on five steam- 
ships to give a weekly service between 
Montreal and Avonmouth for Bristol. 
Messrs. H. & A. Allan agreed to pro- 
vide cold storage on two steamships 
to ply between Montreal and Liver- 
pool; three steamships to ply between 
Monttreall and London; and on 
one steamship to ply between Mon- 
treal and Glasgow. Messrs. R. Re- 
fora & Cos., far the Thomson line, 
agreed to provide cold storage on three 
steamships to ply between Montreal 
and London; and, on behalf of the Don- 
aldson line, on one steamship to ply 
Letween Montreal and Glasgow. Mes- 
sts. David Torrence & Co., for the Do- 
minion line, agreed to provide cold 
storage on two steamships to ply be- 
tween Montreal and Liverpool. Sail- 
ings of the steamships of the ‘Ailan 
and Dominion lines between Montreal 
and Liverpool were to be arranged as 
to give as nearly as practicable a 
weekly service between these twa 
ports; and the sailings of the steam- 
shiss of the Allans and Thomsen lines 
were to be arranged as to give as near- 
ly aS practicable a weekly service be- 
tween Montreal and London: and the 
sailings of the steamskips of the A]- 
lan and Donaldson lines were to (be 
so arranged as to give as nearly as 
practicable a tYortnightly service> ‘be 
tween Montreal and Glasgow. These 
contracts, which were for three years, 
expire ait tne end of navigation from 
Montreal in 1899. Messr‘y. Furness, 
Withy & Co, Limited, agreed to 
provide cold storage on two steamships 
to ply between St. John, N. B.. Halifax, 
N. S., and Londou.. The Manchester 
Liners, Limited, agreed to provide cold 
Storage on three steamships tc ply, be- 
tween Montreal and Manchester dur- 
ing the season of navigation on the 
St. Lawrence river, and to ply between 
St. Joho, N. B., Halifax, N. S., and 
Manchester during the. remainder of 
the year. These contracts wera for 
the seasons of '1898, 1899 and 19060. The 
contracts provide that the  steam- 
ship comnanies shall carry in cold stor- 
age butter, cheese and other perish- 
able products, as demand far space 
may arise, af a charge rot exceeding 
ten shillings per ton of 2,240 pounds 
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oJ butter and cheese, and at the same 
charge for an equivalent space occu- 
pied by other products, in addition fo 
the current charge for freight on! but- 
ter and cheese not in cold storage. 
Messrs. Pickford & Black agreed to 
provide cold storage on the stvamship 


Beta, to ply between Halifax, N. 'S., 
and the West Indies. 


Arrangements were continuad) for 
the running to Montreal of <éfriger- 
ater cars fully iced from sixteen: start- 
ing points on the Canadian Pacific 
railway, from thirtcen starting points 
on the Grand Trunix railway, from! two 
starting points on the Quebec Centra} 
railway, and from one starting point 
on the Intercoloniai railway. Four of 
these ran once a fortnight, the others 
ran weekly. The Tailwaiyt companies 
provided the refrigerator cary, 
every cat was iced to receive butter 
and other products requirinizi cold 
storage, at stations between. the 
starting point and destination. Ship- 
pers who made use“of these refriger- 
ator cars were charged the regular 
‘less than carioad rates,’ and no ex- 
tra) charge was made to them for the 
cold storage services. 


Cold storage warehpuisas of suffi- 
cient capacity for the trade are pro- 
vided in Montreal as private business 
foncerns. For the protection of per- 
ishable products intended for export 
and for the extension of business, it 
ig desirable to have cold storage build- 
ings at other centres. As the volume 
of trade at first would not likely be 
su ficient to-induce business nmen to 
put up such buildings for the accom- 
mecdation of products intende{h for 
export, a grant was offered to those 
who would provide cold storage build- 
ings at central points. The grants 
were to be made in the nature of 
guyrantees that the earnings from the 
cold storage business at these points 
would yield aft east 5 per cent on the 
cost of the buildings and plant. 

The following is a statement of the 
quantities of some Canadian products 
carried in cold storage from the port 
of Montreal during the seasons; of 
navigation of 1898 and 1899, respec- 
tively.: 


Butter, Packages 209,172 429,734 
Cheese, packages 5,514 1,406 
Meats, packages 7,668 6,039 
Fruits, Packages 25,564 16,381 


Special provision was continued for 
making trial shipments a? .tender 
fruits, such as pears, tender apples and 
peaches. A small cold storage build- 
ing\ was provided at Grimsby, Ontario. 
Growers of fruit there had agreed to 
‘urnish a quantity of thesa fruits 
per week. The informiation ‘whith 
has been gained by the trial ship- 
rents for three years shows that pears 
and the early tender varieties of ap- 
ples can be shipped in cold storage, 
landed in good condition and sold read- 
ily at satisfactory prices. It is im- 
portant that the fruit should be pick- 
od in the right condition of ripeness 
‘or the particular variety. Onlyfruit 
of large size, good shapes and fine 
color should be exported. Peaches 
which were packed in cotton batting 
were carried safely and delivered in 
Loe ijon in good condition. 

Concering creameries in the North- 
ve t, the report says: 

“fhe department has continued to 
inanage the creameries in the Nerth- 
wet Territories. Dering 1899, but- 
ter was manufactured at 20 creamer- 
ies; amd {15 ‘ream-separatin\y or 
cream-collecting stations tribuiary to 
these were also under the charge of 
the department. A charge of 4 cents 
rer pound for manufacturing was 
made. Ini cases whare Joans had been 
made to the manufacturinig! lajssocia- 
tioi, an additional cherge of 1 cent 
ser pound was made for a loan fund. 
CTh> highest average price at which 
the butter was sold for the summer 
season at any one creamery 4vas 
22.40 cents per pound. The' ‘total 
ourntity of butter menufactured from 
May 1 to October 21 was 501,907 
pounds, “and the average prig> for 
which it was sold f. o. b. at the cream- 
eries was 20.62 cents per pound. It 
was sold for the account of the pat- 
rois, and after the charges had been 
deducted, the net proceeds were distri- 
buted among them in proportion tb 
the quantities of butter made from the 
miik or cream supplied. Two of the 
ereameries in Alberta were continued 
in operation during ithe winter of 
1898-9, and four of them are to be ront 
tinued during the winter of  1899- 
1$00. The butter-makers at most of 
the creameries in Alberta report that 
there are good prospects for an in- 
erease in the output of butter from 
them) next season.” 

The total Canadian export of butter 
last year was 20,139,195 lbs., worth  $3,- 
709,873. The cheese export was 189,- 
827,839 lbs., worth $16,776,765.

The report says: 

“The persistent efforts which have 
been made for some years past to pro- 
cure useful fruits sufficiently hardy 
to endure the climate of the Canadian 
Northwest have reached a very inter- 
esting stage. Thirty-six of the new 
crosses between a thoroughly, hhiartly 
wild Siberian crab and some of ‘the 
larger cultivated apples have borne 
fruit during the past season, and on 
five of these the fruit was of such 
quality as to warrant 
for extended , trial. Arrangements 
have been made to send out a limited 
number of these new sorts to be test- 
ed under diiferent® conditions and at 
widely distant points in the Northwest 
country, so that the fullest informa- 
tion may be had as early as possibie.: 
The results already obtained justify 


the hope that this special line of ex- 
perimertal work in plant breeding 
will prove of much value.”

COL. OTTER AND THE RED CROSS. 

Col. Otter, in a jJetter to the acting 
president of the ladies’ branch of the 
Red Cross society, under date of 
Bioemfontein, March 27,says: 

“I fear I cannot sufficiently thank 
you all for your many kindnesses to us 
nor can we at this distance properly 
convey our appreciation of it. Before 
closing, I should like to lay, before; your 
committee a very short statement of 
my stewardship in the matter of the 
money intrusted to my care by your 
secretary, before leaving Quebec, and 
since my arrival in South Africa. 1! 
have of course kept accurate ac- 
counts of every expenditure and ob- 
tained proper vouchers for such, but 
dc not think it necessary to forward 
such'now, but will content myself and 
I trust your secretary, with embody- ! 
ing here, a rough statement up to 
the present time. From your society 
I have received £632, from the Red 
Gross society, of Toronto, rer Lieut. 
Col. Ryerson, £200; ,from the Hamil- 
ton ladies funds, £174; a total - of 
£997. Of this amount I have so far 
expended £500 for the following: 
Christmas dinner, non-commissioned 
officers and men £120; hospital com- 
forts, £50; extra food and fruit, £167; 
cablegrams to Canada and England, 
#16; freight, #11; transport of, 
£18, 10s; travelling expenses, £15; to- 
bacco, £5; furniture, £5; boots at 
Rloemfontein, £62; sundries. £35. 
Total, £500. { / 


JUBILATION OVER MAFEKING. 

From all parts of the Empire come 
reports of most enthusiastic demon- 
strations occasioned by the news of the 
re‘ief of Mafeking. In London’ im- 
mense throngs paraded the streets far 
into the night with flags and portraits 
of Baden-Powell. The “Absent Mind- 
ed Beggar,” “Soldiers of the Queen,” 
and the national anthem’ reeounded 
through the principal thoroughfares of 
the capital sung by thousands of en- 
thusiastic Britishers: In the thept- 
rez the audiences sang patriotic songs 
between the acts, and nothing not of 
a, tnilitary character received applause. 
As soon as information of the ~ re- 
lie was received, the lord mayor sent 
ths following despatch to Col. Baden- 
Powell: “The citizens of Londpa ie 
lieved. They rejoice in the good news 


received. Your gallant defence 
will. long live in British an- 
na‘. . Cable what money needed 


foi the garrison and inhakitants sfter 
‘ long privations.” s 

Demonstrations as full of fveling 
and, meaning took place in all parts of 
the Empire and Wanada was by no 
means behind hand in the expression 
o: her feelings on the occasion. The 
news aroused the greatest enthusiasm 
in Toronto, and despatches from all 
points in Ontario indicate that simil- 
ar conditions prevailed thrauglt ihe 
province. A few minutes after the an- 
nouncementi newspap2r special; were 
on the streets and flags were being 
hoisted. Within an hour scorag o7 
boys were selling tiny Union Jacks, 
Baden-Powell buttons and other suit- 
able emblems. The greatest admira- 
tion is felt and éxpressed for Col. 
Baden-Powell’s gallant defence and 
the general feeling is one of intense re- 
lief and satisfaction. In the evening the 
boys were celebrating the event by 
rire crackers and bonfires. At every 
public gathering demonstrations were 
evoked by a reference to the event. In 
smaller towns impromptu celebrations 
were organized, bands were out. and 
the event was made the occasion for 
general jubilation. 

There was general jubilation in Ot- 
tawa, and bells rang out joyfully 
when the relief of Mafeking was} made 
known. YThe city hall bell, used. ito 
souad alarms of fire, started first, 
and soon most of the church bells in 
the city were clanging. One of the 
city bugle bands turned out, and head- 
ed by a British ensign, paraded the 
main streets, accompanied by a cheer- 


ing crowd, and afterwards pro- 
ceeded to Parliament Hill, where 
th? great crowd cheered until 
they were hoarse. Clearly, the 


relicf of Mafeking drew forth a great- 
er expression of patriotism through- 
out the Empire than any other event 


af the present war.

GENERAL NE¥S. 

The Pekin correspondent of the Lon- 
don Times says: “The anti-foreign 
mcvement: headed by the Boxer has 
attuined alarming proportions. There 
has been a serious anti-Christian out- 
break near Peo-Ting-Fu, province of 
Pe-Chi-Li. } Seventy-three native 
Christians were murdered, including 
women and children. Many were 
burned alive. Lhe Cathola< migsion- 
arics report that the persecution is the 
mo-i serious known for years. The 
danger is increased by the apathy or 
connivance of the government.” 

From the best availiable information| 
and looking at surface indications 
there seems little room tc doubt that 
the general election wi!l be held in the 
fall, very likely October. There gre 
some who think the government would 
act wisely in holding another session, 
but unless the business fs gushed 
thrcugh the opposition might offer ob- 
ctructive tactics and prevent the esti- 
mates going through before the expira- 
tion of parliament and on the whole it 
may be taken for granted that the 
election will be held this fall.—Winni- 
peg Tribune. 

A despatch to the London Timeg 
from Pekin, says: “M. Pavloff, Rus- 
sian minister to Corea, has informed 
the Corean government that Masampo 
will be the winter headquarters of the 
Russian fleet. His action is in close 
analozy with the Russian proceedings 
prior to the occupation of Port ‘Ar- 
thur. On Mareh 30, two agreements 
were signed between M. Pavloff, and 
the Corean government. By the form- 
er Corea granted a site for a coaling 
depot and naval hospital, by the lat- 
ter Russia renounced her purpose to 
a€quire land on the mainland opposite 
Myjsampo.” j 

Premier Macdonald in reply to a 
question on Friday stated that the pro- 
hibition bill would be brought before 
the house early next week. When 
asked.as to the nature of the measure 
be said that it would give a prohibi- 
tory law to the full extent of ihe 
powers of the privince , but when 
adxed| if it would close up the liquor 
shops said he could not prophesy de- 
‘initely on that point, as the matter 
affected the Dominion government 
and there might be some interference 
from that quarter.

_ least carry out to the full the promises 
he had made prior to his election.

The Duke of Devonshire 
presided, and the guests included the 
Prince of Wales, the Duke of York, 
the Duke of Cambridge, the Marquis 
of Salisbury, Lieut. Col. George T. 
Denison (president of the British Em- 
pire League in Canada), Lord Strath- 
cona, Lord Lansdowne, and a host of 
others,prominent in military, political , 
anc mercantile affairs. c 
After the chief loyal toast, “The 
Queen,” came that of the “Prince and 
Princess of Wales and the rest of the 
Royal Family,” to which the Prince 
pf Wales, when responding, took the 
opportunity to thank the people of the 
Empire, as well*as the people of the 
civilized world, for their kind con- 


gratulations on his narrow escape 
from death by the hand of, an assassin. 


Referring to the colonial troops he 
paid: “We little doubted that in a 
great war like the one in’ which we fre 
now. engaged we should have the sym- 
pathy of our colonies. But it bas ex- 
ceeded even our expectations of the 
feelings which we knew existed in; our 
colonies that they should have sent 
their best material, their best blood, 
and the manhood of our cotonies to 
tight with us side by side for the hon- 
or af their flag and the maintenance 
of our Empire.” 

The Marquis of Salisbury proposed 
the toast “Her Majesty’s Imperial 
Forces.” Lieutenant-Colon2] Denison 
responding te the toast, stated that 
he had come 3,500 miles to take part 
in the meeting, to show his sympathy 
with the. cause, and to bring to them 
a message from the British Empire 
League in Canada. That league had 
ha@ e great influence in the Dominion 
in educating popular opinion in favor 
co? the great idea of the unity of ‘the 
Empire. On behalf of the jeague im 
Canada, he wished to call serious at- 
tention to the question cf Imperial! de- 
fence. What they saw every other 
gation doing should cause them seri- 
ously, to consider their position in’ this 
respect, to do all that they could as 
an Empire to combine all their forces. 
They, knew that the navy was the 
main defence of all, and in Canada 
they desired that there should be a 
Royial Naval Reserve formed of their 
70,000 hardy and vigorous sailors. 
Great Lritain’s food supply depended 
to-day, absolutely on her navy, and 
he wanted to point out that’ they 
might have the complete command of 
the sea, and yei that by a combina- 
tion of the powers and an embargo 
on food this country might be brought 
to her knees. Was it right that that 
state of things should continue? He 
asked that serious and earnest con- 
rideration might be given to this mat- 
ter. 


As regarded the contingents, they 
were sent to the way; willingly by 
the colovies.

The Duke of Devonshire, acknowledg- 
ing the toast, closed his remarks as 
follows: “I do not think it would be 
fitting that at the meeting of the 
British Empire League wis should 
separate without some expression of 
regard and sympathy at the deplorable 
calamity which has befallen the capi- 
tal of the Dominion of Cauada.

The sight of a 
mob of American citizens tendering 
resolutions of sympathy to them in 
their “heroic fight for liberty, again- 
st overwhelming odds,” would be a 
sight to make gods and Aguinaldo 
weep. :

As the quaint music rolled 
over the veldt, the assembled soldisrs 
listened speiibound and then burst in- 
toa roar jof applause.
